Much has been said against high 


taxes, and a special attack has been 
made on the high state tax; and 
there is certainly some grounds for 
just criticism of this tax. But the 
good effect of liiost of these criti- 
cisms is lost by the impression one 
gets when he reads between the lines 
and is led to suspect that the writ- 
ers are moved to attack political, 
partisan, or private considerations, 
and that their professed sympathy 
with the tax payers is not sincere. 


Such'attacks are often made with- 


out much regard for truth. To illus- 
trate this kind of bias, I will call at- 
tention to an article published in the 
Milwaukee Free Press on March the 
1st and sent to our town officers in 
which the writer says: 


"Hence, instead of petitioning as 


they did last spring for anywhere 
from 
$1,800.00 to 
$5,000.00 and 


more, should cut down such amcrfints 
to one-tenth at least." 


Is the writer ignorant of the law 


which says that no town or village 
can get state aid, unless it raises at 
least $400.00 for roads, or $250.00 
for bridge purposes. 
The cutting 


down as the writer suggests is ab- 
surd and would leave the petitioners 
entitled to no state aid. 


The facts are that out of twenty- 


two towns, villages and cities in this 
county, ten of them petitioned the 
county for less than $1,000.00 only 
three went over $1,500, and one vil- 
lage went as high as $3.000.00. 


,As good roads concerns everyone, 


I ask that a fair amount of truth be 
used when criticising our state aid 
road law. But keep right on criti- 
cising, even if you must stoop to the 
odious method of making personal 
attacks in a slurring way."

GROCERS MAY CARRY 


CANNED EGG STOCK 


Washington, D. C., Apr. 11.—"One 


can of condensed milk, a can of as- 
paragus lips, ii can of beans, a can of 
beef and a can of eggs." 


When the American grocer answers 


his telephone a few years hence he 
will probably get some such an order, 
for the department of agriculture Is 
doing much to encourage the canning 
of eggs and claims that there are 
more logical reasons for canned eggs 
than for almost any other food pro- 
duct now sold in. tins. 


For one thing canned eggs will be 


cheaper than eggs in the shell, for 
they will have been put up in the 
great .egg producing farm corn belt 
at a time when hens are laying and 
fresh eggs are almost a drug on-the 
market. The cans can be shipped in 
refrigerator cars closely packed and 
there will be no waste space for card- 
board packing, while the present 10 
per cent loss lor breakage will be 
saved. 


Canned eggs have been tested after 


having been kept in storage a year 
and their qualify and flavor found 
unimpaired. As one investigator put 
it, the cMef difference was that you 
opened them with a can opener in- 
stead of a spoon. They come to the 
consumer frozen, and when melted 
they look and smell like fresh eggs 
broken into a bowl and stirred until 
the whites and yolks are mixed, ex- 
cept that they are a little thicker. 


Similar experiments have been 


made with dried eggs or egg pow- 
der and this, too, will keep for 
months, provided it is kept at a low 
temperature. 
It is hardly possible, 


therefore, that canned or dried eggs 
will be ever displayed 
on 
store 


.shelves. 


An egg canning plant, which the 


department regards as a standard, 
looks- more like the modern operat- 
ing room of a hospital than a com- 
mercial institution. 
The eggs on 


their arrival at the plant are sent to 
a chilled room and kept there for 
twenty-four hours at a' temperature 
a few degrees above freezing. 
Then 


they are candled and all suspicious 
ones are discarded. 


The graded eggs then go to a re- 


frigerated room that is as aseptic and 
as well lighted as it is possible to 
make itt. No dust or flies can gel in 
and the temperature never rises a- 
(>ove 65 degrees. It is watertight and 
steam proof, so thai it can be washed 
and steamed throughout. The uten. 
sils for breaking the eggs are all 
metal so they can be sterilized in 
live steam. 


Before beginning work the opera- 


tives sterilize their hands much as 
a surgeon does before beginning an 


peralion. 
The similarity also ex- 


ends to the donning of clean white 
aps and gowns. 


Inspection is Strict. 


Each egg is broken into a separate 


up and inspected before being put 
nto the sterilized cans Every doubt- 
ul egg is discarded, the cup again 
terilized and the operative's hands 
vashed before touching another egg. 
gg gels sufficient attention the egg 
gg g ets suHic-ient attention the egg 
reakers are not allowed to exceed a 
efinite number of eggs per hour. 
The canning of eggs is of immense 


>enelit to the farmer because it pro- 
ides him with a steady market at 
time when warm weather makes it

As one investigator put 


it, the chief difference was that you 
opened 'them with a can opener in- 
stead of a spoon 
They come to the 


consumer fibzen. and when melted 
they look and smell like fresh eggs 
broken into a bowl and stirred until 
the whites and yolks'are mixed, ex- 
cept that they are alittle thicker. 


Similar experiments have been 


made with dried eggs or egg pow- 
der -and this, too, will keep, for 
months, piovided it is kept at a low 
temperature. 
It is hardly possible, 


therefore, that canned or dried eggs 
will be ever displayed

store

An egg canning plant,- which the 


department regards as a standard, 
looks-more like the .modern operat- 
ing room of a hospital than a com- 
mercial institution. 
The eggs on 


their arrival at the plant are. sent to 
a chilled room and kept there for 
twenty-four hours at a" temperature 
a few degrees above freezing. Then 
they are candled and-all suspicious 
ones "are discarded. 
The graded -eggs then go to a re- 


frigerated room that is as aseptic and 
as well lighted as it is possible to 
make itt. No dust or flies can get m 
and the temperature, never rises a- 
bov'e 6.5 degrees. It is watertight and 
sfeamproof, so that it can be washed 
and steamed throughout. The .uten- 
sils for breaking, the eggs are all 
metal, so they can be sterilized in 
live steam.

Before beginning work the opera- 


tives sterilize their hands, much as 
a surgeon does before beginning an 
operation.

Fourth: There is no more reason 


why there should be political nomi- 
nees for Governor and members of 
the legislature than there is why 
there should be political nominees for 
mayor and aldermen of the city of 
Milwaukee, or any other'city in the 
state 
The question with regard to 


the election of a United States Sen- 
ator is hereafter to be settled by the 
peop'e at the November election and 
there can be-no contesting hereafter. 


Fifth: 
Political caucuses by the 


members of the assembly and the 
senators, and the appointment of 
leaders and henchmen to run things 
through the Legislature, is one of 
the greatest nuisances of our pres- 
ent method of enacting laws for the 
whole state.

The astounded and Indignant Bra- 


zilians awoke one morning to find an 
alien bunting flying over their terri- 
tory from its most conspicuous emi- 
nence. Protests were lodged with the 
English minister, who, with the ut- 
most politeness, apologized for the 
thoughtless escapade of so ma entirely 
unknown persons and gravely told the 
Brazilian government that of course 
he would have no possible objection 
to the prompt removal of the flag and 
pole.

southeastern route, it comes by steam- 
er 1,000 miles from Puget sound up 
the Inland passage to Skagway. There 
it IB transshipped to the narrow gaugo 
White Pass & Yukon railroad, which 
climbs nearly three thousand feet up 
White Pass, crosses the divide nnd 
winds down on the other side 110 
miles to White Horse on the upper 
Yukon. There the boiler is handled 
again, this time being loaded on a 
little Canadian river steamer which 
carries it 460 miles to Dawaon. Once 
more there is unloading and loading; 
and the boiler is stored away on an 
American river steamer that makes 
the last 1,000 miles of the trip to Fair- 
banks. 


But this route is BO very expensive 


that most of the freight goes by the 
Northwestern route—2,700 miles by 
steamer around the Aleutian islands 
to St. Michael, the World's Work 
states. 


Such ig the cheapest freight serv- 


ice to the metropolis of central Alas- 
ka, and the merchant who uses this 
service has to buy a year's supply at 
a time and pay interest and storage 
on It. The freight rate on tho neces- 
sities of life, which amounts to about 
one hundred and thirty-five dollars a 
year for every man, woman and child 
In the interior, is what keeps down 
the population.

COSTLY FREIGHT IN ALASKA 


Cheapest Service to Northern Country 


Involves Trip Around tho 


.Aleutian Islands. 


New York.— If a miner 'at Fairbanks 


orders.'a boiler shipped to him by tho 
southeastern route, it comes by steam- 
er 1,000 miles from Puget sound up 
the inland passage to Skagway. There 
it is transshipped to the narrow gaugo 
White Pass & Yukon railroad, which. 
climbs nearly three thousand feet up 
White Pass, crosses the divide and 
winds down on tho other side 110 
miles to White Horse on tho upper 
Yukon. There the boiler is handled 
again, this time being loaded on a 
little Canadian river steamer which 
carries it 460 miles to Dawson. Onca 
more there is unloading and loading; 
and the boiler is . stored away on an 
American river steamer that makes 
the last 1,000 miles of the trip to Fair- 
banks. 
But this route is so very expensive 


that most of the freight goes by the 
Northwestern route— 2,700 miles by 
steamer around the Aleutian islands 
.to St. Michael, the World's Work 
states. 
Such is the cheapest freight serv- 


ice to the metropolis of central Alas- 
ka, and the merchant who uses this 
service has to buy a year's supply at 
a time and pay interest and storage 
on it. The freight rate on the neces- 
sities of life, which amounts to about 
one hundred and thirty-five dollars a 
year for every man, woman and child 
in the Interior, Is what keeps down 
the population.

with the railroad rate commissio 
that after May 1, they will raise th 
passenger rates in this state by ap 
plying the straight 2 cents per mil 
rate upon all distances traveled.

senger tariffs filed with the commis 
sion on Friday, all short mileag 
heretofore in effect will be abolished 


In a statement issued on Frida 


by the state raUroad commission ap 
pears the following: 


"The commission would suspen 


this new rate it-it had the power t 
do so, but owing to the fact that th 
legislature has fixed the fare by sta 
ute the commission has no jurisdic 
tion where the fare charged does no 
exceed 2 cents a mile. However, th 
commission will compel the connec 
tion and running of trains so that a 
junction points passengers may oh 
tain the advantages of short distance 
over two roads, notwithstanding sue 
roads are competitors between th 
points of travel.

The engine, tender and three, cars

Only the breaking 
of the couplings prevented theramaln- 
der of the train from falling, and only 
the fact that the cars were of steel 
averted terrible loss of life 


One passenger car was half way over 


the edge of the pier on the river side 
of the broken span. When the forward 
cars fell the weight and momentum of 
this car sent the forward end toppling 
downward. 


Every passenger was hurled in a 


screaming, fighting mass to the front 
end of the car, and finally It became 
apparent to them that the car was no 
longer moving, and that they would be 
all right if they would extricate them- 
selves, which they did, quickly.

board of health; size of courts and air 
shafts;

whose Intelligence Is distinctly In- 
ferior.

Two-Cent Rate for Roads. 


In conformity with the plan to raise 


rates all over the country, the rail- 
roads of Wisconsin have filed notice 
with the railroad rate commission that 
after May 1 tliey will raise the pas- 
senger rates In this state by applying 
the straight two cents per mile rate 
upon all distances traveled. 


The commission Is powerless to stop 


this raise, and unless it Is Included In 
the call for a special session and the 
present law is amended by the legisla- 
ture the rates in Wisconsin will be 
raised.

senger traffic filed with the commis- 
sion, nil short mileage heretofore in 
effect will be abolished.

Two-Cent Rate for Roads. 


In conformity with the plan to raise 


rates all over the country, the rail- 
roads of Wisconsin have filed notice, 
with the railroad rate commission that 
after May 1 they will raise the pas- 
senger rates In this state by applying 
the., straight two cents per mile rate 
upon all distances traveled. 


The commission Is powerless to stop 


this raise, and unless It Is Included in 
the call for a special session and the 
present law is amended by the legisla- 
ture the rates In Wisconsin will be 
raised. 


Under the amendments of the pas- 


senger traffic filed with the commis- 
sion, all short mileage heretofore In 
effect will be abolished. 


As an illustration of the effect of 


this change, persons traveling from 
Madison to Appleton by way of Mil- 
waukee will be forced to pay a higher 
fare than if going by way of Jefferson 
Junction. The fare from Madison to 
Milwaukee will be greater via Milton 
Junction than via Watertown. 


In a statement issued by the state 


railroad commission appears the fol- 
lowing, 


"The 
commission would suspend 


this new rate if it had the power to 
do so, but owing to the fact that the 
legislature has fixed the fare by stat- 
ute the commission has no jurisdic- 
tion where the fare charged does not 
.^xceed two cents a mile. However, 
the commission will compel connection 
and running of trains so that at junc- 
tion points passengers may obtain the 
advantages of short distances over 
two roads, notwithstanding such roads 
are competitors between the points of 
travel.

FIGHT ON CANAL TOLLS. EX- 


EMPTION REPEAL. 


WORKING NOW ON SENATORS 


Administration's 
Supposed Friendli- 


ness to Great Britain Arouses Pre- 


judices—Politicians Say Wilson 


Cannot Afford to Lose. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—Because of the fact 


that Champ Clark, the speaker, and 
Oscar W. Underwood, the leader of his 
party in the house, stood so stanchly 
opposed to the repeal o( the Panama 
tolls exemption Jaw demanded by 
President Wilson, Washington has 
seen large quantities of presidential 
politics in the situation. 


It of course would be ungracious to 


say that either Mr. Clark or Mr. Un- 
derwood was opposed to the repeal on 
any grounds other than those which 
they consider to be for the public 
good. 
It is true that both of these 


gentlemen probably will be candidates 
for the presidential nomination in 1916, 
and also that both of them, being good 
politicians, know the delegate-secur- 
ing possibilities in the big centers of 
population where opposition to repeal 
and especially to what has been called 
"a truckling to Great Britain," is most 
determined. 


The center of interest in the repeal 


matter is shifting to the senate cham- 
ber, and while debate there may not 
be as bitterly personal, as has been 
the case in the House of representa- 
tives, it certainly is to be bitter 
enough to please people who like the 
acrid flavor in the debate diet. 


Politics In the Opposition, 


So far as presidential politics are 


concerned with this matter of the repeal 
of the tolls exemption law, it can be 
said that men with presidential ambi- 
tions and who oppose the repeal prob- 
ably hope to count on support in the 
future from large sections of the coast 
country which are opposed to the pres- 
ident in his position, from a few 
"midcountry" sections, and of course 
from the large cities. 
The "mid- 


country" regions, however, seem to be 
largely in favor of the repeal. 
The 


strength which one or two of the pos- 
sible Democratic presidential candi- 
dates have developed heretofore on the 
interior regions, however, it is said 
may enable them to withstand without 
injury any criticisms which may come 
because of their present action in op- 
position to Mr. Wilson's policy. In oth- 
er words, the gained strength from the 
coast states and from the big cities it 
la apparently figured will offset any de- 
fections from the interior. 
. Resolutions adopted by scores of or 
ganizations urging that repeal be de 
feated are being received every day 
by the United States senators with 
whom now it seems that the only 
chance to defeat repeal lies. Congress 
for somo reason or other has heari 
and is hearing more from, one side oi 
this controversy than from the other 
side, and this probably accounted for 
the desire of the opponents of repea 
to delay consideration of the matter in 
the house, and it accounts, perhaps 
for their continued desine to delay li 
in the senate. The feeling seems to 
be that if enough protests come such 
senators as are wavering may decide 
to desert the president's cause. 


Prejudices Have Been Roused. 
While most of the letters, reso!u 


tions and telegrams which have come 
to Washington on this matter have 
urged that'repeal be denied, this does 
not mean necessarily of course that a 
majority of the people of the country 
are opposed to the course which the 
president asked congress to take. I 
means only that the opponents of re 
peal have been much more energetic 
throughout the country than have its 
friends, and this probably nan be ac 
counted for by reason of the fact— 
tor H is a known fact—that certain 
elements in the community-have been 
more bitter about this thing because 
of the nature of its supposed friendli 
ness to Great Britain than for any 
other reason that can be adduced 
The controversy has stirred preju 
dices and when this is done the re 
sponse is always certain and active 


Politicians in Washington say Pres 


Ident Wilson cannot afford to lose this 
contest, for they hold it will hurt the 
prestige of his administration. It is 
a matter of record that thus far he 
has been victorious In nearly all the 
things which he has set out to do.

out without getting the sanction of 
the members of this commission of ex- 
perts. 


People coming into Washington and 


riding up Pennsylvania avenue from 
the train see the post office depart- 
ment building looming up ahead of 
them and they probably wonder If 
other government buildings are so 
shockingly ugly. The post office de- 
partment building was erected only 
about twenty years ago, and how the 
plans succeeded in securing the sanc- 
tion of the authorities is something 
most difficult to understand. If there 
had been a fine arts commission in 
this city at that time the post office 
building today would not stand as a 
blot on the architectural beauty of the 
city of Washington. 


Tho country can be .assured that 


from LOW on, so far as human judg- 
ment can make things assured, there 
will bo no buildings put up in this 
town by the authority of congress or 
otherwise that cannot stand the test 
which experts apply to determine sym- 
metry, beauty and appropriateness. 


One Inquiry Worth While. 


While the activities of the lobby 


investigating committee havo been 
more or less criticized, it seems 
that they have produced 
results.

worth while. Some of them seem to 
think it will prevent law abiding citi- 
zens, simply through fear that they 
may be called corruptionists, from 
coming to Washington to plead for 
or against legislation in which they 
feel natural interest. 


So far as can be learned, there 


seems to be nothing to this line of 
reasoning. 
The men who have hon- 


est reasons to enter objection against 
proposed legislation or to plead for 
it, seem to be just as willing to come 
to the capital as ever they were. It Is 
true, however, that the men who lob 
bled for pay and who used methods 
not altogether commendable are no 
longer in evidence. The corridors of 
the capltol seem to be clean. 


It seems to be true, therefore, that 


the lobby investigating committee has 
done a good work and has produced 
a condition which a good many men 
would like to have seen produced 
years ago. The question is sharp in 
Washington, however, whether tho ma- 
lority of the Inquiring activities of 
senate and house within the last threo 
or four years have been worth the 
time and energy expended. Some of 
the critics have called the series of 
Inquiries "government by investiga- 
tion." Has it paid? 


Williams Calls It a Craze.

Democrat of Mississippi, is Baying 
sharp things about what he seems to 
think is an investigating ertue. Mr. 
Williams says it has cost a lot of 
money and lie apparently feels that 
the results have not been commen- 
surate with the cost. In three years 
about $180,000 have been spent in in- 
vestigating along various lines and 
there are men of all political shades 
of opinion who say that the work has 
not been as fruitful as it might have 
been. 
Others, however, declare that 


no money spent in Investigating sub- 
jects to whfch suspicion attaches can 
be wasted 


Now there are investigations and 


investigations. Some of the Inquiries 
are forced by the 
very nature of 


things, as for instance inquiries Into 
whether or not members of congress 
are rightly entitled to their seats. 


There are other kinds of investiga- 


tions, however, which seem to spring 
solely from the desire of some sena- 
tor or representative, who thinks that 
he has "scented a trail," to obtain * 
place in the limelight for himself 
which shall be held as long as the 
Investigation is In progress. 


Spokesman for President? 


There are some Democrats,,Repub- 


licans and Progressives in house and 
senate who are urging that Investiga- 
tions shall be stopped unless a clear 
case can be made in advance that 
strong evidence of an evil exists and 
that there is a real Intention to root 
it out. President Wilson apparently 
is not in entire sympathy with all the 
investigating activities of his party 
in house and senate. 


It is barely possible that Senator 


Williams, 
unbeknown to 
his 
col- 


leagues, has been the spokesman of 
the administration when he charged 
that a large percentage of the great 
sums spent for inquiry purposes have 
been used to little avail. Mr. Williams 
apparently wants his colleagues to re- 
member that economy is tho Demo- 
cratic watchword.

Prejudices Have Been Roused. 
While most of the letters, resolu- 


tions and telegrams which have come 
to Washington on this matter have 
urged that'repeal be denied, this does 
not mean necessarily of course that a 
majority of the people of the country 
are opposed to the course which the 
president asked congress to take. It 
means only that the opponents of re- 
peal have been much more energetic 
throughout the country than, have its 
friends, and this probably can be ac- 
counted for by reason of the fact— 
for it Is a known fact—that certain 
elements in the community -have been 
more bitter about this thing because 
of the nature of its supposed friendli- 
ness to Great Britain, than for any 
other reason that can be adduced. 
The controversy has stirred preju- 
dices and when this is done the re- 
sponse is always certain and active. 


Politicians in Washington say Pres- 


ident Wilson cannot afford to lose this 
contest for they hold it will hurt the 
prestige of his administration.

worth while. Some of them seem to 
think it will prevent law abiding citi- 
zens, simply through fear that they 
may he called corruptlonists, . from 
coming to Washington to plead for 
or against legislation In which they 
feel natural interest. 
So far as can be learned, thero 


seems to be nothing to this lino of 
reasoning. 
The men who have hon- 


est reasons to enter objection against 
proposed legislation or to plead for 
It, seem to be just as willing to come 
to the capital as ever they were. It is 
true, however, that the men who lob- 
bled for pay and who used methods 
not altogether commendable are no 
longer In evidence. The corridors of 
the capitol seem to be clean. 


It seems to be true, therefore, that 


the lobby Investigating committee has 
done a good work and has produced 
a condition which a good many men 
would like to have seen produced 
years ago. The question Is sharp in 
Washington, however, whether tho ma- 
jority of the inquiring activities ot 
senate and house within the last three 
or four years have been worth tho 
time and energy expended. Some of 
the critics have called the aeries of 
Inquiries "government by investiga- 
tion." Has it paid?
